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1. Call to Order

d) Student Request Committee

elections for the new committee. ) 


e) Honours Committee 


78-9-11 It was moved and seconded (McDougal1/Malik) that the Steering 
Committee's nomination of Profs. S. Mullet (Division I and IV), 
R. Wilbur (Division I) and R. T. Cronin (Division III) be approved. 


Prof. Chaikelson questioned the lack of Divisional representation. 
Dean Akin nominated Prof. Macaluso, seconded by Prof. Tresierra. 


78-9-12 It was moved and seconded (Tresierra/Trudel) that nominations close. 
CARRIED. 


The Chairman suggested that the method of procedure might be, in order 
to assure divisional representation, to declare Prof. Cronin elected, 
and then have an election between Profs. Mullett, Wilbur and 

Macaluso with members casting two votes. 


Dean Akin challenged the ruling of the Chair to declare Prof. Cronin 
elected. 


The Chairman said that he would then ask members to vote for three 
of the four nominees. 


Further discussion on the advisability of Divisional representation 
78-9-13 resulted in a motion moved by Prof. Sahni, seconded by Prof. Tresierra, 
to table the elections for the Honours Committee to the next meeting 
of Council and to urge the Steering Committee to present a new slate 
of nominations which would included representation from all Divisions.
